Their effi- 
ciency is based upon the creation or a bet- 
ter feeling between the disputants. Clan 
di'-putes, etc., are settled without tho inter- 
rernnce or the judicial courts. It is only 
when a court or reconciliation is unable lo 
bring the disputant! to an amicable agree- 
ment that cases arc rererred to a court of 
justice. Perfect secrecy is maintained in 
s of reconciliation iu regard to the evi- 
dence and disputes brought before them, so 
n many casus parties prefer settlements 
there rather than undergo the expenses and 
exposure incidental to trials before courts 
of justice. With the selection of disinter- 
ested men of tho highest honor and intelli- 
gence, as is always the case in Denmark, to 
preside over couris of reconciliation, that 
,'onsul does not hesitate to say that their 
utroduction into the United States could 
lot fail to exert a beneficial influence in 
he administration of justice.
